TAX ESCAPEES 
The W arren borough council is 
looking into the possibilities of col­ 
lecting taxes from a few adults who 
apparently are not contributing their 
per capita levy. 
This is our pet tax peeve, be­ 
cause of its unfairness, and we 
never have been able to understand 
why people can calmly accept it 
while beefing about other proposals 
which, even though imperfect, are 
far better than this one. 
From the first we predicted it 
would fall short of budgeted figures 
and that it would be a trouble-maker. 
The first year it was budgeted for 
$44,000. It was $10,000 short of 
that, it has continued short every ( 
one of its six years. In fact, its 
total shortness probably adds up to 
about $45,000! 
However, this amounts to nibbles 
of about $7,300 a year, much of 
which is not collectable because of 
infirmaties or other legal reasons 
for not paying. The result is that a 
costly effort to get this money 
would net little more than the price 
of collection. 
It is a troublesome tax, an un­ 
fair tax, but it hits the guy who is 
not organized, the fellow who has 
no lobby, no concerted resistance. 
It hits Mr. Average Guy right in 
the eyes. The big fellow who has 
the influence with officials is un­ 
disturbed by it. No m atter how 
much he makes, no m atter how 
much he invests, no m atter how 
wealthy he becomes in property, 
stocks, and taxable assets, the per 
capita stays the same. He actually 
likes it. 
But let some one say something 
about an earned income tax, or a 
graduated income tax, and the howls 
are loud on sensitive officials’ears.

Jamestown was one com­ 
munity which lost out because the 
potential operators saw trouble in 
big red figures shaping up. 


But the cost of building TV sta­ 
tions is being lowered, and there 
now is one firm which will make 
a station to serve a small com­ 


munity (50,000) for less than $50, 
OOO. This should encourage small 
towns, colleges, and special inter­ 
est groups to take new interest in 
the television field. It also is noted 
that the networks are doing much 
better. Their gross in 1954 went 
up 31 per cent!

Adlai I H i Model 


By Doris Fleeson 


CHICAGO. — There are notice­ 
able differences between the 1956 
model Adlai Stevenson and the 1952 
version. 
Stevenson assumed command of a 
very large press conference with a 
brisk assurance in which there was 
no trace of his old hesitations re­ 
garding the great office of the Presi­ 
dency. He is now a man with a 
settled mind on that score; he wants 
to be nominated and elected. 
Toward that end he has put him­ 
self firmly in the hands of pro­ 
fessional politicians. On his right 
sat James Finnegan, the very suc­ 
cessful Philadelphia leader, whom 
Stevenson introduced with flatter­ 
ing references to his credentials as 
an expert. On his left sat Hy Ras­ 
kin, a Chicago veteran who worked 
as Steve Mitchell’s deputy when 
Mitchell was Democratic National 
Chairman. 
Finnegan will be Stevenson’s cam­ 
paign manager, Raskin his deputy. 
Both men are personable and bear 
excellent reputations but it will be 
quite 
impossible 
even for GOP 
Chairman Leonard Hall to confuse' 
them with an egghead. In fact, an 
old-time reporter was heard mur­ 
muring: “Two less elliptical heads 
I have never seen.’’ 
Raskin will also serve as a buffer 
state between two important Chi­ 
cagoans who are not very friendly 
to each other. One is Jake Arvey, 
the Cook County leader, who first 
brought Stevenson into the Illinois 
political picture and helped elect 
him governor in 1948. Arvey is 
described as making a comeback in 
influence and importance. 
The other is Raskin’s former 
boss, Mitchell. 
It is said that 
Mitchell bowed out of consideration 
for Finnegan’s job because he wants 
Stevenson’s old one, the governor­ 
ship. Mitchell traveled indefatigably 
during his chairmanship and prob­ 
ably knows more Democrats better 
in the 48 states than any other per­ 
son. He also made a reputation for 
honest and enlightened leadership — 
and a hot temper. 
Stevenson sought to soften the 
contrast between today’s pros and 
the staff of intellectuals to whom 
he entrusted his affairs in 1952 
by having one of the latter present 
to take a bow, Wilson Wyatt, who 
ran his Springfield office. Both 
Wyatt and Mitchell, he said would 
continue to give him their invalu­ 
able assistance.

Intellectuals will have plenty of 
avenues through which to reach 
Stevenson. He is seeking counsel on 
foreign policy from Dean Acheson; 
he keeps in very close touch with 
the scholarly Tom Finletter, for­ 
merly Secretary of the Air Force. 
There are several reasons for 
Stevenson’s conspicuously firmer 
grasp on his affairs. He himself 
has had an immensely active three 
years, traveling, writing and seeing 
people. In person and by mail 
they have registered an admiring 
confidence in him which has had 
its effect. 
Also, in 1952 Stevenson did not 
feel strongly about General Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. He does feel strong­ 
ly that President Eisenhower has not 
fulfilled the hopes held out by and 
for him; in fact, Stevenson is quite 
honestly indignant about much that 
has been done and much more that 
has not been done. This means that 
a rather considerable body of in­ 
hibitions which he did not mention 
publicly but which restrained him 
in 1952 no longer exist today.

problems of deer management Mr. 
Alexander makes many references 
to experiences of game managers in 
other States, for proper deer man­ 
agement 
is

whether it be in Arkansas, Califor­ 
nia or Pennsylvania. 
Mr. Alexander has this to say 
about the Pennsylvania deer herd. 
"Pennsylvania started its deer res­ 
toration work way back in 1907. 
At that time deer were nearly ex­ 
tinct in the State. By 1925, they 
had too many deer in some places, 
with range and timber destruction 
and serious crop damage. 
In 1928 they were forced to open 
the season on antlerless deer, and 
killed 25,000. Sportsmen fought this 
action and figured it was the end of 
their sport. In 1930 they again kill­ 
ed does, and the kill of bucks in­ 
creased from 19,000 to 20,000, plus 
6,000 does. Between 1930 and 1950 
they had IO antlerless seasons, and 
sportsmen fought everyone of them. 
Did it hurt the herd? Let's look at 
the record. 
In 1931 they killed 25,000 bucks 
and 70,000 antlerless deer. In 1938 
they closed the season on bucks and 
killed 171,000 does and fawns. In 
1940 they killed 186,000 of both 
sexes. They just couldn't keep the 
herd in check. In the 1940’s they 
figured they had 1,000,000 deer on 
only 8,000,000 acres of range. In­ 
dividual farm ers killed as high as. 
IOO deer in a season to protect 
crops. The herd continued to in­ 
crease. 
In 1949 they killed 84,000 antler­ 
less deer in one day, plus 46,000 
legal bucks. Now in 1953, Pennsyl­ 
vania authorities figure their doe 
seasons were too few and came too 
late. The range was destroyed and 
today will support only one-half 
the deer it would have carried if 
the deer had been kept within the 
limits of range carrying capaci­ 
ties. Without an antlerless season 
the deer will inevitably decrease. 
Once the food is gone the deer 
becomes his own worst enemy." 
Mr. Alexander has this to say 
about the buck law which is still in 
effect in so many States. "The 
buck law is desirable as one meth­ 
od of building up a deer herd. As a 
permanent policy it has serious 
drawbacks. All major deer states 
have eventually found it necessary 
to permit the killing of both bucks 
and does. In some parts of the West, 
laws now protect antlered bucks and 
permit the killing of does only. 
Still-hunting without dogs is the 
method practiced in these Western 
States." 
"Deer are polygamous. A buck 
has been known to breed 17 does. 
When bucks, only, are killed there 
is no limitation or restriction on 
the size of the herd, unless lack 
of food, illegal kill, constant run-

ning by hounds, disease, infertility, 
or other mortality factors limit 
production." 
"If a cattle breeder kept all his 
heifers, selling only his bull calves, 
he would eventually find it necessary 
to market some of his fem ales,else 
he would have more cattle than his 


pasture could support. Exactly this 
same range principle applies to 
deer. After a range is stocked, 
there is no logical reason for con­ 
tinuing to protect all of the fe­ 
m ales." 
"Hunting of deer of both sexes 
will not exterminate them any more 


than it will exterminate quail, squir­ 
rels or other game species, pro­ 
vided the harvest does not exceed 
the production. Where still-hunting 
is practiced, and hounds are not 
used, there is little danger of har­ 
vesting too many deer during a 
regular season."

Next year we buy a President, 
We say “buy” one because that 
is exactly what happens.

office. They want a middle course 
man. 
In either case, how much do you 
have to say about it? Yet, you help 
do the buying.

You are right in 
the middle and how much do you have 
to say about electing a President. 
Do you nominate one? 
TTiere has been much talk about 
changing our antique system of un­ 
democratically naming our chief ex­ 
ecutive, but nothing ever happens. 
Chiefly because the public makes 
no demands. 
Why don’t you demand action on 
an amendment that will give you 
a voice in the nomination and the 
election of your President? Why 
not insist on an American way? 
A couple of bills have been pre­ 
sented to provide for such amend­ 
ments. One would give each candi­ 
date the. proportionate number of 
electoral votes which his vote in a 
state deserves. This would have 
seen President Eisenhower receive 
281.6 votes to 240.3 for Adlai Stev­ 
enson, a far truer picture of the 
voting than the totals resulting from 
the present method. 
Another proposal would retain 
the electoral system, but the el­ 
ectors would be chosen by con­ 
gressional districts and would have 
to vote as their district voted. 
Using this system the last election 
would have been 375 to 156 for the 
President. 
There also should be an oppor­ 


tunity for you to choose the candi­ 
date in the primaries, thus eliminat­ 
ing the deals and convention man­ 
euvers. You then could decide be­ 
tween Warren, Dewey, Knight, Nix­ 
on, Milton Eisenhower, and others 
:if you were a Republican. And the 
3arty would know it had the popu­ 
lar choice. If a Democrat you could 
settle the matter between Stevenson, 
Kefauver, Harriman, Douglas, and 
others. 
You buy him. Why not have a 
voice in the nomination and the 
choice?

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Stevenson Is In

CHICAGO. — The situation in 
regard 
to 
the 
1956 Democratic 
Presidential nomination has come 
around to this: 
Senator Estes Kefauver of Ten­ 
nessee appears the only hurdle now 
between Adlai Stevenson and his re ­ 
nomination. 
And the ground is rapidly being 
cut out from under the Tennessee 
Senator by certain circum stances 
and a series of developments, some 
of them the result of Stevenson 
m aneuvers. 
The picture as it looks today is 
put together from reports by Demo­ 
cratic leaders — national committee 
m em bers, state chairm en and vice 
chairm en and governors — who are 
gathered here from all over the 
country for the three-day party 
meeting to discuss issues, make 
rules for the convention next year, 
and jubilate in a m onster fund-ra is­ 
ing dinner Saturday night. 
Senator Kefauver’s only hope of 
offering a real challenge to the 
1952 Democratic candidate, the sur­ 
vey indicates, would be by a direct 
appeal to the Democratic rank and 
file in prim aries and, in such case, 
he would have to dem onstrate com­ 
manding strength over Adlai Steven­ 
son. 
And then, it might be asked, what of 
Governor Averell H arrim an of New 
York, the third man in the race? 
The New York Governor’s boom 
is regarded by experts here as being 
deflated, and possibly behond repair. 
Based initially in the psychological 
advantage always inherent in a Gov­ 
ern o r of New York, the strategy de­ 
vised by its prom oter, Carm ine De- 
Sapio, Tammany Boss, was to ex­ 
pand this toe hold by tie-ups with 
other big city bosses and, for the 
breaks, to rely on second-choice 
pledges from delegations supporting 
other candidates to come to Gover­ 
nor H arrim an if their condidate fell 
by the wayside. 
Carm ine DeSapio now finds him ­ 
self only in step with Carmine De­ 
Sapio as regards big city organiza­ 
tion leaders. Col. Jack Arvey of 
Chicago is in the Stevenson camp, 
and so is M ayor David Lawrence of 
Pittsburgh, while Jam es A. Finne­ 
gan, the highly successful Phila­ 
delphia and state political leader, 
is managing Adlai Stevenson’s cam ­ 
paign for the nomination. 
It may be said, however, that if for 
some reason the Stevenson cam ­ 
paign should blow up, Governor 
H arrim an probably would have the 
edge over Senator Kefauver as an 
alternative choice, though failure 
of the Stevenson movement prob­ 
ably would leave a confusing state 
of affairs from which a dark horse 
or a com prom ise candidate might 
benefit rath er than either the Sen­ 
ato r or the governor. 
As for Senator Kefauver: any 
“ stop” movement, such as he would 
have to lead against Adlai Stevenson, 
has two possible sources from which 
to draw sustenance in the Demo­ 
cratic party, as has been demon­ 
strated 
historically, though they 
usually fail. 
One is big city m achines. As we 
have seen, Adlai Stevenson has the 
bulk of support there; but, even 
if he didn’t, the big city leaders 
never would go to Senator Kefauv­ 
er, as was plainly dem onstrated 
in the 
1952 convention. That is 
because of their antipathy to the 
Senator for his exposure of big 
city m achines in his investigation 
of racketeering and crim e. 
The other source is the South, 
which on occasion can unite in 
national conventions to achieve ends 
of its own. Senator Kefauver is not, 
in the first place, held in kind re ­ 
gard by Southern state leaders who 
are powerful at national conven­ 
tions. 
In the 1952 convention they stuck 
with Senator Richard Russell of 
Georgia. The Southern leaders are 
much m ore kindly disposed to Ad­ 
lai Stevenson to whom, with four 
or five exceptions, they gave their 
support — if hardly vociferous or 
enthusiastic — in 1952. 
There would be one possible ave- 
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nue for Senator Kefauver to win 
support among Southern leaders. 
This would be for him to make 
com prom ises on pet Southern is­ 
sues, such as civil rights, or to go 
conservative on economic and social 
m easures. But the Senator is not 
the kind to do anything like that as 
he has proved by his public record. 
The other opportunity for the Sen­ 
ator is the state Presidential p refer­ 
ential prim aries. While he swept 
through a number of those in 1952, 


astounding the experts by the big 
popular vote he rolled up, he had 
little real opposition of any outstand­ 
ing character in m ost of them. 
In Adlai Stevenson, who did not 
participate in the 1952 prim aries, 
Senator Kefauver would have a foe 
who has already dem onstrated his 
own nationwide vote - getting abili­ 
ties. 
W hatever 
prim aries 
Adlai 
Stevenson chooses to enter — and 
he has arranged for only one, Min­ 
nesota — will be carefully chosen 


and the campaign careiuily organiz­ 
ed. 
Stevenson is aware of a possible 
pitfall in prim ary tests, aside from 


the other pitfalls which yawn con­ 
tinually for a front-running can­ 
didate who is so far in front, as he 
is, so early in the game.

News Suppression In 
Washington Studied 


Is our government suppressing the 
news in a way that keeps much of 
the public in the dark concerning 
vital facts to which all citizens are 
entitled? Allen Raymond, author and 
foreign correspondent, recently was 
asked by the American Civil Liber­ 
ties Union to make a study of this 
situation. 
Mr. Raymond’s newspaper career 
covers 37 years, including service 
as chief of the New York Times 
London bureau, chief of the New 
York Herald Tribune Rome and 
Tokyo bureaus, and World War II 
correspondent for the Saturday Eve­ 
ning Post. 
This man is no dreamy-eyed 
pinko. His work and his employers 
indicate otherwise. A summary of 
his report follows: 
1. "A trend toward ever increas­ 
ing secrecy within the Executive 
branches 
the Federal govern­ 
ment has been going on during the 
Truman and Eisenhower adminis­ 
trations.” 
2. “This trend has been recog­ 
nized and fought continually by the 
Freedom of Information Committee 
of the American Society of News­ 
paper Editors since 1949, but their 
efforts thus far have been ineffective 
in turning the tide.” 
3. "It is a fair consensus among 
Washington correspondents thata- 
buses of the power in Federal agen­ 
cies to suppress information of value 
and interest to the nation were never 
so rampant as now.” 
4. ‘‘According to the correspond­ 
ents, this widespread abuse of Ex­ 
ecutive power is exercised in the 
great majority of instances by many 
agencies on matters having nothing 
whatever to do with national secur­ 
ity.” 
5. “ It is a fair consensus that 
these abuses have already curtailed 
the power of the press and of Con­ 
gress itself to be of service to the 
people by finding out what goes on 
in government; that they have been 
accompanied by an arrogation of 
powers within 
the Executive of 
doubtful constitutionality; so far in­ 
adequately challenged; that they have 
advanced to the point where the civil 
liberties of the people themselves 
are threatened; and that some pru­ 
dent remedial action by Congress 
is necessary.” 
6. “The power of a free and 
unlicensed press to be useful to the 
people in this matter is curtailed 
in great degree by two factors: 
(a) a widespread distrust of the 
press itself by large segments of 
the population, as, for example, 
in the labor movement; (b) the rise 
in recent years of two government- 
controlled media, radio and televis­ 
ion, which themselves are in con­ 
stant danger of unwarranted dicta­ 
tion, concerning their powers of 
public discussion, by the Federal 
Communications Commission.” 
7. ‘‘This problem of news sup­ 
pression in the Federal government 
has been recognized by the leaders 
of both the Republican and Demo­ 
cratic parties in Congress for the 
past decade, and cannot by any 
stretch of imagination be set down 
properly as a political, partisan 
issue as between the two parties.” 
8. “At the moment this problem 
has not become one of widespread 
public concern but has so far im­ 
pinged on the consciousness of Con­ 
gress and the Press that a Con­ 
gressional inquiry is now under­ 
way.” 
9. ‘‘Departments and agencies of 
the Federal Executive, now under 
fire by Congressional and reportor­ 
ial critics include: The Department 
of Agriculture, the Post Office De­ 
partment, 
Treasury 
Department, 
Justice Department, Federal Trade 
Commission, Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission, 
Bureau of the Budget, 
Securities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion, Department of Health and Wel­ 
fare, De f e n s e Department, and 
others.” 
10. ‘‘Criticism by the press re­ 
fers to long-standing practices of 
the Congress itself in regard to 
Executive Committee sessions in 
which proffered legislation of in­ 


terest to great numbers of citizens 
is often killed with no opportunity 
for the public to know the vote of 
committee members; and an in­ 
creasing tendency among cabinet 
officers to fail to hold those press 
conferences which under our presi­ 
dential system have offered the only 
opportunity for public interrogation 
of cabinet officers concerning their 
management of their departments.” 


Among recommendations Mr. 
Raymond proposed to curb the abuse 
of Government secrecy are the fol­ 
lowing: 


1. ‘‘Further study by . . . ap­ 
propriate non-governmental agen­ 
cies, divorced as far as possible 
from partisan politics, of laws such 
as the Administrative Procedures 
Act, the Atomic Energy Act, the 
Federal Communications Act, and 
numerous others which now restrict 
the flow of 
information to the 
people.” 


‘‘Such a study would consider 
whether all their provisions are 
useful or sound, or whether they 
need amendment. It further would 
consider whether new legislation, 
of a positive nature, would further 
the cause of informed self-govern­ 
ment by the people of the country. 
Two suggestions for such legisla­ 
tion have been made to me during 
this study, which I submit herewith 
for your consideration.” 


(a) ‘‘The establishment within the 
Federal 
government 
of an in­ 
dependent agency to represent the 
public interest in the de-classifi­ 
cation of 
records hitherto kept 
secret, and to work for increased 
disclosure. Such an agency might 
play a role analagous to that of a 
public defender in the courts, set 
up to balance a prosecutor’s of­ 
fice.” 


(b) “The extension of the act, 
which now requires registration of 
lobbyists in Congress, to cover 
lobbyists in the executive agencies 
of government, so that the public 
and congress may acquire further 
knowledge of the influences brought 
to bear by private interests in ob­ 
taining executive favor.” 
2. “ Help in creating a permanent, 


non-governmental study of thet per­ 
formance of the three major media 
of public information in this country, 
the press, radio and television, in 
the handling of news about govern­ 
ment and the defense of civil liber­ 
ties; a study entrusted to such1 
privately endowed colleges and uni­ 
versities as have earned through 
long years the trust of an infoWfflki 
public. Such a study well migbjk in­ 
clude research into the relative 
power of the printed word, an£f#tiftl 
or visual means of communication 
as used by these major media?.of 
public information, in trartsfewbig 
thought from one mind into anither, 
and thereby influencing public 
ion.”

I'm Glad I Came Here 
States Polish Refugee 


By Lewis Crippen 


Thanksgiving Day, proclaimed by 
Abraham Lincoln nearly a century 
ago as an annual opportunity for 
citizens to express inmost feel­ 
ings, has become of special signify 
cance to a family which resides 
near Pittsfield in Warren County. 
With a sordid past of mistreatment 
in German PW camps and vivid 
memories of American liberation, 
both Mr. and Mrs. John Lisowski 
vociferously proclaim the virtues 
of the nation to which they hope 
soon to swear their allegiance. 
Neither of them would have be­ 
lieved ten years ago when they 
were in the depth of despair that 
a brighter future was soon to be 
available. John and Jennie had been 
taken into custody by overlording 
Nazis after the short-lived conflict 
between the Germans and the Polish. 
John, who had enlisted in the 
Army of his native country on Aug­ 
ust 24, 1939, saw his world col­ 
lapsed by the invasion of the Ger­ 
man hordes on September 4 to 
touch off World War II, and fell 
into their captivity on the twenty- 
first of the same month. He was 
transported into the confines of 
a PW camp inside Germany and 
spent ten to twelve-hour days la­ 
boring in the fields under the watch­ 
ful eyes of armed guards as he till­ 
ed the soil for the German owners. 
Later he was transferred to a brew­ 
ery to continue his enslavement. 
Jennie was taken into custody as a 
civilian following the sudden dis­ 
integration of the Polish army and 
became a field worker for the Nazis 
producing food which enabled the 
victorious swastika to fly over more 
and more captured villages, cities 
and nations. 
The conditions faced by the de­ 
ported were almost indescribable. 
“When we asked for food we receiv­ 
ed blows trom clubs” , John explains 
in his broken English. -Three pota­ 
toes a day were the extent of the 
rations in the captivity endured by 
Jennie. Life was of little value and 
if the incessant blows hurried death, 
there was no remorse. For several 
years the two worked in separate 
camps unmindful of the other’s ex­ 
istence, as their homes in native 
Poland were as distant as Pittsfield 
and Washington, D. C. in this their 
adopted land. 
On a memorable day in 1945 the 
camps were liberated by conquering 
Americans and immediately a new 
life commenced for the interned. 
Jennie was moved to a new location 
where she lived a year before an 
event happened which brought the 
first joy to her thirty-two years — 
four hundred Polish PWs arrived at 
the camp. 
The following day, while eating 
her noon-day meal, Jennie dropped

a personal possession and John leap­ 
ed to retrieve it for her. From that 
instant cupid had chosen two prime 
targets. The next day they met again 
in church and with the freedom 
allowed by the understanding Ameri­ 
cans the romance flourished and 
culminated in holy matrimony on 
May 17, 1947. Two who had ex­ 
perienced the bitterness of war 
found in each other the consoling, 
interests on which they dared to 
face the future with all its bleak­ 
ness and despair. 
One day in a casual conversation, 
Jennie learned from a friend that 
she was soon to leave for the United 
States because an uncle here had 
arranged to bring her into the “ land 
of the free” and guarantee her 
security until she was established. 
Within the heart of Jennie new hope 
was envisioned. She had uncles in 
America — maybe, just maybe, they 
would make such arrangements for 
she and John. 
The necessary letter was written 
to her uncle in Cleveland, Ohio, 
which no doubt contained the anguish 
of pent-up feelings and the words 
which expressed the deepest desire 
of encouraged hearts. The Cleve­ 
land uncle, perplexed with the prob­ 
lem, came to Pittsfield where he 
arranged with his brother, Stanley 
Flow, to request immigration of­ 
ficers to allow their entry into the 
United States. 
Events moved quickly now. The 
happy news was relayed to John 
and Jennie and within four months 
they were on the high seas in 
search of a new land and a fresh 
start. The breath-taking skyline of 
New York city brought inspiration 
co the bewildered pair which was 
cut short when they were abandon­ 
ed in Grand Central station with a 
ticket to Pittsfield as the only con­ 
tact with the new life. They missed 
one train while waiting for help but 
were eventually aided by tho rail­ 
road officials onto the right train, 
which whisked them through Buffalo 
to Erie and by Greyhound bus to 
Pittsfield to a royal welcome ar­ 
ranged by uncle Stanley. 


Uncle Stanley had agreed that the 
couple could live on his farm and 
cooperate in the responsibilities. 
When they arrived, however, they 
found that the operations had been 
discontinued and it would be diffi­ 
cult to scratch out a living for the 
increased 
numbers. 
Immediately 
they began to till the soil and raised 
a large vegetable garden. 
Within a few weeks arrangements 
were made for John to be employed 
by the Anderson Brick and Supply 
Co. in Youngsville. Later he re­ 
ceived a position as a helper with 
Summerson and Luvison contractors 
by whom he is currently employed. 
On entering the Lisowski home 
you are immediately transported to a 
Polish atmosphere by the native 
tongue which is spoken between the 
pair. Polish dishes, many of which 
have been copied by American chefs, 
claim the important positions on the

Lisowskis are successful in pro­ 
viding for the future. A well-stockec 
deep freeze has become the symbol 
of existence to the couple who realize 
the importance of available food. 
They can laugh again now and es­ 
pecially enjoy the television antics 
on “ I Love Lucy” , “Cisco kid” ,' 
and “Meet Millie” . 
Independent because of self-suf­ 
ficiency the Lisowskis ask no favors 
but depend entirely upon the pro­ 
visions of the Constitution of the 
United States and the friendliness of 
their new Pittsfield neighbors. Last 
July when an operation was required 
to restore John to health, Jennie 
walked as far as Starbrick before a 
friendly motorist sped her the re­ 
maining three miles, a bare five 
minutes before her husband was 
silently pushed into the operating 
room. She visited him every one of 
the ten days of his confinement, 
walking varying distances on each 
trip. 
Occasionally their thoughts do 
drift to the land which is now be­ 
hind the iron curtain; to sisters, 
brothers, and parents with whom 
they correspond via censored mail. 
Letters from Jennie’s mother, lo­ 
cated through the help of the Inter­ 
national Red Cross several years 
after the war and when separation 
was almost an accepted fact, has 
helped to relieve the loneliness 
which always accompanies the im­ 
migrants. 
When queried as to whether other 
members of the families would like 
to come to the United States, Jennie 
replied; “ From the letters we will 
never know. They are allowed to 
write only ‘how are you, we are 
fine’ letters” . “Someday” , she add­ 
ed, “ some day — we live in hopes 
that the iron curtain will be rolled 
back and liberation will be experi-. 
enced by all our people” . 
Thanksgiving Day means a lot to 
all the people. We believe, how­ 
ever, that few, if any, residents of 
Warren County have as much to be 
thankful for as John and Jennie 
Lisowski*. When two more events 
take place they will know the com­ 
pletion of overflowing joy: When 
they become citizens of their be­ 
loved adopted land. When Poland 
has been freed from the rule of 
dictators and they can be reunited 
with their near relatives here along 
the banks of the Brokenstraw creek. 


THESE

BACK TO FUNDAMENTALS 
As it stands today we do not have 
a civilian defense system that will 
work. This is because few of us 
have a knowledge of what will hap­ 
pen if war really comes. Secrecy 
has kept the truth from being widely 
known and we go about the job of 
play-acting at defense. 
We are not facing up to the facts 
about modern war. No war has been 
fought that compares with the next 
one, if it occurs. We are not con­ 
vinced that it will not occur. Men 
will take great chances for power 
and self. What is the loss of a world 
to the man who may lose his life 
in any kind of war he starts? He is 
a gambler at best. Who is there to 
say that no man in a high place to­ 
day is willing to gamble the future 
of civilization if he might come out 
the ruler of the world? 
War has been out-moded, as any­ 
one with a sane mind can see. But 
are all men in official positions 
sane? 
Obviously we have no defense 
against all-out attack. Our cities 
will be laid in ruins. The radiation 
from the cause of these ruins will 
reach into the rural areas and cost 
great loss of life. Utilities will be 
knocked out. There will be insuf­ 
ficient drugs and medical skills to 
care for all the injured. 
Atomic submarines, or a fleet of 
standard craft of this kind, can 
surround any nation during the night, 
let loose their atomic bombs and 
lay low all harbors and m ajor cities 
on its coasts. The inland portions 
would be hit from the air. 
We could not evacuate these cities 
in time to prevent loss of life even 
if we knew about it in advance anc 
all roads were clear. Many anc 
maybe all would be bombed without 
warning. Evacuation then becomes 
even less possible. 
We are not far from still another 
weapon and already have many of 
limited range. Guided m issiles have 
been developed that will do major 
damage at distances up to a thous­ 
and miles. This suggests that sub­ 
m arines do not have to park oft: 
the immediate coast to launch their

And the next war will not be fought 
with the explosives of the past. Even 
forces in Formosa today are 
equipped with cannon and other 
weapons that have atomic explosives 
standard equipment. What will 
happen when these start popping? 
Will such an action mushroom into 
larger retaliating war and bring 
down all of our houses? 
HE BEST DEFENSE 
It seems to us that the best form 
defense is being ignored. We must 
back to fundamentals. Every 
section of the country should be 
preparing to be self*-sufficing. If 
W arren county were isolated from 
the rest of the nation, how would 
live? 
We must have the knowledge to 
manage fairly well. We have scien­ 
tists, 
skilled workmen of many 
trades, doctors, nurses, woodsmen, 
farm ers, and many technicians. But 
are they organized? 
Can we keep our basic power 
needs going. Could we build a poweri ng: 
ant? Could we feed ourselves? 
Could we make basic medical sup- 
ies? Could we as an area get by 
as a modern Smith Family Robin­ 
son? It could come to that. 
Perhaps all of us should be get- 
ng back to fundamentals. Perhaps 
we should be learning how to farm , 
how to make electricity, how to 
make ordinary repairs to machines 
and to our homes. 
Perhaps the do - it - yourself idea 
has a purpose which we do not ap­ 
preciate. The skills long lost in 
lls specialized society of ours may 
be returning to many average citi­ 
zens, and to good purpose. 
One of these days the world may 
consist of numerous little areas, 
isolated and on their own. There 
will be no national networks, no 
means of communication. The few | iv 
who dare travel will suffer from 
radiation, and the wise ones will | 
set up laws forbidding travel so 
that such radiation can not be brought 
to safe areas. 
It will be a new kind of world. 
A world with far more knowledge 
than was the case at the beginning, I rn 
jut a- world almost starting from 
scratch. Small nations might be 
able to move in and take over with 
comparatively 
weak arm ies, but 
what would they take over? 
They would be better off to stay 
where they are and to set up a 
defense against the results of such 
widespread atomic and hydrogen I Rh 
blasts. The world will run for the 
caves and each will be much on his 
own. 
It makes you wonder where you 
can go to escape. Where is there 
to hide? Arid one famous scientist 
has said there is no such place. 
Civilian defense, then, seems to 
be on the shoulders of each of us. 
We should widen our knowledge of 
basic living. We should prepare to 
act together in small areas. 
And while doing this, we might be 
wise to enlighten ourselves on world 
problems and do a better job of 
picking leaders who will take the 
steps needed to prevent all this. 
The United Nations is there to do a 
job. When are we going to realize 
that it can be the answer to world 
crim e, committed by nations, and 
insist that our officials treat it as 
such. 
Our Washington efforts today are
